Wade H. Cooper, president of the 
Commercial National bank of W ash­ 
ington; F. W. Sheffield, cashier of 
a Crewe, Va., bank; J. A. Booker, 
cashier of the Citizens National bank 
at Blackstone, Va., and Perry Seay 
rice president of the American Bank 
& Trust Co., at Richmond, were 
pummoned. 
Cannon was reported 
to have kept campaign funds in all 
these banks during the 1928 race. 
The committee learned from C. 
Ba.scom SIcmp. former secretary to 
President Coolidge, how Cannon ob­ 
tained a $65,300 contribution from E. 
C. Jameson, New York dry. 
Slemp 
said he had met Jameson through 
former Senator Joseph Frelinghuj - 
sen (R) of New Jersey, and in turn 
introduced the bishop to the New 
Yorker. He told of “getting out of 
the way” as soon as Jameson prom­ 
ised to finance Cannon’s campaign 
to turn the Democratic south into 
the Republican column. 
One phase of Slemp’s testimony 
puzzled the committee. It concern­ 
ed a letter written Jameson by Can­ 
non in October, 1928. telling how 
three-fourths of the money pledged 
bv Slemp had been paid but asking 
th at the remainder be sent him “by 
next Monday ”. Slemp professed to 
have no idea as to what Cannon 
meant by this letter, declaring he 
had never pledged any fund to the 
bishop. He told though of a $7,500 
personal contribution to various Vir­ 
ginia organizations made in August 
1928, two months earlier, and added 
that Cannon may have referred to 
th at money. 
Slemp denied having raised any 
money for Cannon, aside from a 
portion of the $7,500. 
He declared 
he knew nothing of the financial 
deals between Jameson and Cannon, 
although the records have disclosed 
the New Yorker paid $55,300 to the 
bishop. Slemp incidentally revealed 
that Jameson sent $30,000 more to 
the Republican state committee of 
Virginia, making his contributions 
in the 1928 campaign total $95,500. 
“It is said I went around and 
collected th at money, turned it over 
to Jameson to be given to Cannon, 
observed Slemp. 
“There's no truth 
in th at at all.'

Generally speaking, the economy 
policies of the new ministry are ex­ 
pected to be largely the same as 
the late Labor cabinet, but will in­ 
clude a ten per cent cut in the un­ 
employment dole, enabling a saving 
of some $65,000,000 annually. 
In addition, cuts in the army, navy 
and air force will save $45,000,000. 
Reduction in education 
expendi­ 
tures will give the government some 
$55,000,000 extra. 
Other reductions 
were reported as follows: 
Road building—$35,000,000. 
Health services—$8,500,000. 
Agriculture—$7,500,000. 
Salaries 
of 
cabinet ministers, 
members of parliament and high 
civil servants also will be slashed, 
the total economies accounting for 
half of the threatened $500,000 bud­ 
get deficit. 
The remainder will be 
met by additional revenues. 
These at present are “budget se­ 
crets,” but are believed to include a 
tax on fixed-interest bearing securi­ 
ties increased, contributions to the 
dole fund by workers and employers 
and other levies. 
The government, it is believed, 
will try immediately to convert its 
present short-term credits into long 
term loans, preparatory to conver­ 
sion of the British war loan at a 
lower rate of interest. Conservative 
members of the coalition govern­ 
ment are still pulling for a revenue 
tariff, but

appeared doubtful 
whether it would be enacted.

tunately. the pro-lem is not as simple air that. There are large numbers 
of innocent victims, bring tragedy into many homes. It is intolerable that 
the streets should be turned into shooting galleries for the benefit of law­ 
less hoodlums. 
But the darkest hour is just before the dawn. Lawlessness in this 
country seems to be at its worst. As a m atter of fact, the friends of law. 
order and decency have reason to congratulate themselves. For the first 
time in a decade we are having a relentless w*ar against the thugs, the 
bandits and the racketeers. Months ago President Hoover directed that 
all the forces of the Federal Government should be turned against the 
Internal Revenue Bureau and the Prohibition Bureau have been acting in 
unison with ihe local police in the large cities and the result of the union 
of all these forces Is becoming apparent. 
The time has come when sentimentality must be cast aside and 
when citizens must give their complete support to the police. 
Commis­ 
sioner Mulrooney, in New York, is doing good work against great odds. 
After the murder of little children in Harlem the police were given orders 
to “let the thu^s have it above the waist.” There was nothing else to do 
As a result oi that a number of cowardly gunmen have already been {NONE BUT A FOOL 
wiped out without the time and trouble of long court trials. Several police­ 
men ha\e been killed in this sensational w*arfare; they were martyrs to 
duty, and their loss Is to be deplored. But the thugs have awakened to 
the fact that they are no longer to be tolerated, and that they are now in 
danger of the same punishment they inflict on their victims. 
In this nation-wide war on the thugs the methods of the police 
must be given the benefit of the doubt. 
Heretofore we have been too 
critical of them and too careful to see that murderous crooks were given 
the benefit of every legal technicality. 
When congress meets we should 
have a uniform Federal law restricting the purchase of firearms. 
The 
crime fighters should have every possible assistance from city, state and 
nation. Our crime record is deplorable: but the bright ray of sunshine 
lies in the fact that we are all now’ fighting in earnest; and when the 
American people unite they usually get results.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 26.—Mem­ 
bers of the general assembly who 
have been to the capitol since Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot admitted his inten­ 
tion of calling a special session have 
urged upon him the advisability of 
broadening the scope of the meeting. 
Five years ago when the legislators 
were called back in special session 
the call carried about a dozen topics 
for consideration. 
The governor has been told that 
the special session, if called, should 
not be limited to only the public 
utility question. 
Some law makers 
have suggested that the call for the 
session should be made to include a 
wide variety of subjects. 
Next month Governor Pinchot is 
scheduled to begin a six weeks’ tour 
of the state. During this tour it is 
expected that he will discuss the 
subjects which are likely to reform 
the basis for calling the extra ses­ 
sion of the legislature. 
Since the adjournment of the 1931 
general assembly the only mention 
or utilities from the governor has 
been his speech in Indiana to the 
governor’s conference. Some friends 
of the governor have expressed the 
belief that utility matters do not 
hold the attention of the people as 
a year ago. 
Despite this apparent 
lack of interest a call for a special 
session i$ sure to contain mention 
of the need for changes in the pub­ 
lic utility laws. 
Perhaps the subject of most pub­ 
lic interest at present is unemploy­ 
ment. 
The governor himself lately 
has had plenty to say on the m at­ 
ter. 
Appropriations for public im­ 
provements made at a special ses­ 
sion could not be spent immediate­ 
ly for time would have to elapse to 
prepare plans and receive bids on 
the various projects. 
Millions were appropriated by the 
1931 legislature for construction at 
state-owned institutions but do date 
little actual work has been started. 
Most of the projects are in the pre­ 
liminary stages. These will be get­ 
ting under way within the coming 
months.

By extras we mean salt, sugar, 
salad dressings (oils), candy,pastries, 
desserts, bread, cereal, gravies, etc. 
Salt is the only necessity in the list. 
There are about three ounces of salt 
(sodium 
chloride-ordinary 
table 
salt) In the body, and the amount 
of about a half a teaspoonful of this 
Is cast off dally in the urine and 
sweat. This must be replaced. 
Compared to the amount of salt 
we deliberately add to our food from 
the salt shaker, the amount In our 
food is negligible. Particularly in 
vegetables. Animals who live on an 
exclusively vegetable diet have to 
w'ander to salt licks periodically, in 
the natural state: the dairy farmer 
supplies this necessity for his herds. 
Of the other extras, all are dis­ 
tinguished by furnishing a large 
amount of energy, either In the form 
of starch sugar or fat. None of 
them are absolute necessities, but 
are toothsome and agveeable ways of 
adding fuel value to the diet. If you 
are overweight or compelled to be 
Iaz>% better let them alone. But If 
you are going to play baseball or are 
just recovering from an operation, 
or are skin and bones, they are good 
for you. 
To sum up our conclusions from 
our week’s study of the balanced 
diet; 
Man is resigned, both from the 
standpoint of his digestion and his 
nutrition, for a mixed diet. He is not 
an herbivore like the cow. nor a 
carnivore like the dog. 
Therefore all food products have a 
place in his diet. The proportions of 
these changes from infancy to old 
age. but all have a place. No single 
article of diet will supply all his 
needs. Every common article of diet 
—milk, eggs, butter, bread, vegeta­ 
bles, fruits, meat, .salt, sugar, cereals, 
oils, and fata—have their peculiar 
advantages in a mixed diet and 
their peculiar disadvantages as an 
exclusive diet.
